Uniform changes 
for 21st Century 

CHANGES THAT will dictate how Royal Navy 
officers and ratings look in the 21st century are 
now under way as part of the widest review of 
uniform clothing ever undertaken by the 
Service. 


Alterations being considered 
include: 

• Improvement and simplification 
of the traditional square-rig uni¬ 
form involving suits tailored to fit 
— and the final demise of flared 
trousers. 

• The wearing of tropical whites during 
summertime in UK. 


• A single, better designed waterproof 
outfit to replace the raincoat, windproof 
jacket and foul-weather wear. 

Many changes are already taking 
place as a result of the review which was 
launched last year by the Second Sea 
Lord. However. Phase Two of the pro¬ 
ject is more fundamental and will exa¬ 
mine the usefulness, design and cost-

Brits in 
leading 
role to 
deter 
Saddam 

BRITISH warships and Royal 
Marines were among the multi¬ 
national forces to spearhead a 
successful operation which de¬ 
terred Iraqi leader Saddam 
Hussein in his apparent threat to 
invade Kuwait. 

First tangible sign of Allied reac¬ 
tion to Iraqi troop movements came 
when the Type 22 frigate HMS Corn¬ 
wall arrived off Kuwait City, quickly 
to be rejoined on patrol in the north¬ 
ern Gulf by the air defence destroyer 
HMS Cardiff. 

Ordered back 

Cardiff had been visiting Colombo, 
capital of Sri Lanka, but was ordered 
back to the Gulf when major ele¬ 
ments of Saddam’s army were de¬ 
tected massing near the Iraq-Kuwait 
border last month. 

In addition, a 250-strong battalion 
group of 45 Commando were flown 
to the area where they joined large 
US forces which had been de¬ 
spatched to aid the Kuwaiti army. 

As the crisis waned with the Iraqi 
pull-back, the need to send further 
reinforcements lessened. However, 
those that are still there were re¬ 
maining on the alert as Navy News 
went to Press.

Their objective is to study the 
fossil remains of dinosaurs in 
the Antarctic territory which 
millions of years ago was a real- 
life Jurassic Park. 

Endurance will also survey 
important sites in the Antarctic 
Peninsula area as well as South 
Georgia and the South Sand¬ 
wich Islands. 

During her deployment she 
will round both Cape Horn and 
the Cape of Good Hope which, 
according to maritime legend, 
allows all members of her ship's 

Hero’s 
medals 
go to 
museum 

THE MEDALS of a Royal 
Navy submariner who died 
while saving others in his 
sunken vessel, have been 
presented to the RN Sub¬ 
marine Museum by 
members of his family. 

CERA Francis Walter Hinc 
died after HMS Truculent sank 
in the Thames Estuaiy when 
she collided with a Swedish 
tanker in January 1950. He and 
Lt Joseph Hindes supervised 
the escape of 64 of their ship¬ 
mates through two escape 
hatches on board. 

Both were awarded the 
Albert Medal, posthumously in 
CERA Hine’s case. He became 
the only submariner to be 
awarded both the Albert Medal 
and the Distinguished Service 
Medal which he won for an 
earlier act of gallantry. 

Mr Hine’s daughters — Mrs 
Doreen Kennard, who now 
lives in California, and Mrs 
Sandra Twist — presented the 
medals lo the Museum Direc¬ 
tor. Cdr JcfT Tall. 

# A Victoria Cross awarded to 
Admiral Sir John Commcrcll 
early in his career has been auc¬ 
tioned at Sotheby’s for 
£41,000. It was conferred on 
him for leading a commando- 
style raid during the Crimean 
War.

DIVERS SEARCH 
PLANE WRECK 


ROYAL NAVY divers were involved in what one of 
them described as a “dark and horrible” search for 
the victims of a Hercules air crash in Hong Kong 
harbour. 

The 12-man crew of the Indonesian transport plane died 
when it plunged into the water soon after take-off from Kai 
Tak Airport. The aircraft had stopped at Hong Kong while 
returning from a flight to repatriate Vietnamese refugees. 


In darkness HMS Plover, a 
ship of the Hong Kong Squad¬ 
ron. began the search for the 
aircraft with the diving team 
embarked and led by Lt Tom 
Joyce. An initial sweep failed to 
find the wreckage so the divers 
resorted to a drag search. 

Lt Joyce and his team — S/Lt 
Mark Thripplcton. CPO Darby 
Allan and LS Pony Moore — 
worked in pitch darkness and 
with only standard diving 
torches. Eventually they loca¬ 
ted the main part of the fusc- 
laec and made a rough survey 
of the wreckage. 

At lam. almost six hours 


after the aircraft had crashed. 
CPO Allen was able to swim 
inside the fuselage which had 
been ripped open by the crash. 

“It was dark and horrible,” 
he said. “By the time we loca¬ 
ted it the sediment had settled. 
We entered the fuselage to find 
the black-box flight recorder. I 
found one body at 3am. which 
was recovered ... and then 
another.” 

But he could not find the 
flight recorder as it lay in the 
silt-covered rear of the aircraft. 
By 4am the Navy divers hand¬ 
ed over the task to a Fire Ser¬ 
vice team.

CHANGES in computer 
systems are being intro¬ 
duced with the aim of cut¬ 
ting the cost of paying naval 
personnel by more than 
half. 

It is estimated that millions 
of pounds can be saved by 
using cheaper, commercially 
available systems instead of the 
current computer payroll sys¬ 
tem developed exclusively for 
the Navy. 

By 1996 Centurion Building 
will use Oracle Payroll, a soft¬ 
ware package supplied by Ora¬ 
cle Corporation in a contract 
worth £1 million-plus. Each 
month 60,000 records will be 
processed to manage the elec¬ 
tronic receipt of pay informa¬ 
tion from all naval units, in¬ 
cluding ships at sea via 
satellite. 

The Navy estimates that at 
present it costs £125 a year lo 
pay each person. Aim of the 
new system is to cut that figure 
to £50-£60.

A TEAM from HMS Nelson 
attended a ceremony to 
mark the restoration of the 
tomb of Lady Nelson, the 
wife of the hero of Trafal¬ 
gar, at Littleham, Devon. 

The tomb in the parish 
churchyard had deterio¬ 
rated badly after 160 
years' exposure to the ele¬ 
ments and an appeal by 
the 1805 Club, the 
Exmouth Society and the 
Nesbit-NIsbet Society 
launched an appeal to 
raise £4,000 for the repair 
work. 

Meanwhile plans to cele¬ 
brate ‘The Nelson Decade’ 
were announced on Trafal¬ 
gar Day, October 21, by the 
National Maritime Museum 
and the Royal Naval 
Museum, Portsmouth. 

They have established 
the Official Nelson Cele¬ 
bration Committee to pro¬ 
mote the anniversaries of 
the great battles fought by 
Nelson during the French 
Revolutionary and Napo¬ 
leonic Wars, culminating 
with the bicentenary of 
Trafalgar in 2005. 

One of the first major 
events will be the opening 
of a new Nelson gallery at 
the NMM next summer.

Contrary to recent news 
media reports. Scotland and 
Northern Ireland Clearance 
Diving Unit found no evidence 
of further desecration. 

Unauthorised diving on the 
wreck, lying on the sea bed in 
Scapa Row. was banned by the 
Ministry of Defence earlier this 
year after the Na\> divers dis¬ 
covered that explosives had 
been used to gain access to 
brass and other fittings in the 
wreck. 

Each year the SNICDU team 
dive on the battleship on the 
anniversary of her sinking to 
renew the White Ensign which 
is attached to the wreck. 

More than 800 of the Royal 
Oak ship’s company were en¬ 
tombed when the vessel was 
sunk by a U-boat which pene¬ 
trated Scapa's defences on 
October 14. 1939. 

Brass plaques 

“What was particularly up¬ 
setting about the pillaging was 
that brass plaques which survi¬ 
vors had asked to be attached 
to the ship were among the 
items taken,” said Lt Cdr Chris 
Davies. Staff Mincwarfare 
Clearance Diving OfTiccr based 
at Maritime HQ Pitrcavic 

As usual this year, the diving 
team took members of The 


Royal British Legion and survi¬ 
vors of the sinking to the wreck 
buoy to lay wreaths and hold a 
short commemorative service. 
The divers themselves laid a 
wreath on behalf of Flag OfTi¬ 
ccr Scotland. Northern England 
and Northern Ireland.

SOCs — and it is time to clear 
up a few misconceptions. 
Drafty is only permitted to 
draft the SOC valid for each 
unit. Drafty docs not amend 
them — that is carried out by 
the Directorate of Naval Man- 

S reer in Victory Building. \nd 
rafty does not own a unit’s 
SOC — that is the unit’s own 
responsibility, as are any pro¬ 
posals for amendments. 

There have been manv in¬ 
stances in which units have 
contacted Drafty to complain 
about problems with their SOC' 
which we simply cannot 
resolve. Three common prob¬ 
lems arc: 

• Pre-joining training courses. 
These arc only authorised tor 
sea drafts. Ratings going on 
PJTs before a sea draft general¬ 
ly have to go without relict 
from their shore unit irrespec¬ 
tive of the post held. This 
causes heartache which is well 
recognised but is unavoidable 
without additional manpower 
funding. 

• lland-over periods. Standard 
periods arc four days for senior 
rates and one for juniors. 
Drafty is not authorised to give 
more without authorisation on 
SOC. 

# Billet continuity. This is a 
particular problem for shore 
units. The length of shore 
drafts depends upon a variety 
of factors including sea-shore 
ratios, the demands of first pre¬ 
ference drafting, and the type 
of billet. 

In Drafty’s considerations of 
the Service’s and the rating’s 
requirements, one area which 
sometimes gets penalised is 
continuity. While Drafts tries 
to ensure continuity, it does 
have a lower priority than the 
sea bill — and don’t forget the 
right to volunteer for sea early, 
out of turn. That can be a great 
help and often eases manning 
problems elsewhere. 

Accuracy 

Many still fail to understand 
that Drafty has no access to 
your Service documents. The 
only information available to 
the drafting sections is that 
contained on your drafting pre-

DRAFTY is delighted for 
you to make contact by let¬ 
ter or phone, but prefera¬ 
bly via your divisional offi¬ 
cer. Queries should always 
be passed through the 
divisional system to make 
sure Drafty is not inundat¬ 
ed with individual ques¬ 
tions and so that your boss 
knows what your concerns 
are. 

Each drafting desk aver¬ 
ages 300 phonecalls daily. 
So if and when you get 
through keep to these sim¬ 
ple guidelines: 

• Keep it short and sim¬ 
ple. Have your facts ready 
and do not beat about the 
bush. Do not expect an im¬ 
mediate answer if the que¬ 
ry concerns drafts and 
people, as invariably any 
change will effect more 
than just one person. 

• Group enquiries by 
drafting desk and then by 
rate, allowing Drafty to 
work one set of data at a 
time. This also saves time. 

• If you have a complaint 
make sure your facts are 
accurate. About 70 per 
cent are home goals, the 
majority of those based on 
incorrectly completed 
C230s. 

Remember that desk 
teams represent their 
drafting officers. Their de¬ 
cisions are based on draft¬ 
ing regulations, the draft¬ 
ing plot and — when 
necessary — the drafting 
officer’s interpretation of 
both. Drafting action is 
only taken by the drafting 
officer and any agree¬ 
ments discussed by phone 
must be confirmed in 
writing. 


fcrencc card — the C230 — and 
in certain circumstances, where 
you wish for a particular course 
or draft, on your application by 
C240. 

It cannot be emphasised too 
strongly that the information 
you provide and which we act 
upon must be correct. Take the 
time to update it regularlv. in 
some cases every six to 12 
months depending on your cir¬ 
cumstances. If you are in any 
doubt see your divisional 
officer. 

Many senior and junior rates 
seem confused by the box in 
the sea preference section of 
the C230 which asks whether 
you are prepared to give up 
some of your shore time to get 
your sea preference. If your 
answer is yes than you nave 
given Drafty your approval to 
draft you back to sea with five 
months’ notice at an> stage of 
shore time. 

If you have also said yes to 
whether you are prepared to go 
to sea with less than five 
months’ normal drafting notice 
to get your sea preference, this 
gives Drafty the authority to 
give you your first preference 
with minimal notice — ie less 
than five months. 

In both cases, although you 
are offering to shorten store 
time, the reality is that normal- 
l> little time is given up. and it 
does increase the chance of the 
sea draft you want.

SECOND of four Type 22 Batch 3 frigates, HMS 
Cumberland was built by Yarrow Shipbuilders in 
Glasgow- and accepted into Service in November 1988. 


Since then she has been 
widely deployed, most re¬ 
cently on Armilla patrol in 
the Gulf. After her return to 
Plymouth she underwent a 
thorough maintenance pro¬ 
gramme in preparation for 
her to deploy to the 
Adriatic later this month 
for duties with the Standing 
Naval Force Atlantic. 

Her main role will be to en¬ 
force the United Nations em¬ 
bargo against the former 
Yugoslavia 

The T>pc 22s were designed 
to succeed the Lcander class 
frigates. The Batch 3s were 
brought in to replace the losses 
of the Falklands W ar. Although 
similar in design to the other 
Type 22s. the Batch 3s are larg¬ 
er. more heavily armed and in¬ 
corporate improvements based 
on lessons learned in the South 
Atlantic 

Versatile 

Primarilv an anti-submarine 
platform. ( umberland also has 
potent anti-surface and anti-air 
capabilities. This, combined 
with hei capacity to embark a 
Flag Officci and ins staff, 
makes her a versatile asset. 

In her ASW role. HMS C um¬ 
berland can cmplo) a number 
of sensors and weapons. A 
towed arras sonar enables long 
range detection of targets, while 
a medium-range, hull-mounted 
sonar gives a more accurate 
picture, allowing a precise at¬ 
tack to be made 

Primary method of attack in¬ 
volves the ship's Sea King heli¬ 
copter. which carries conven¬ 
tional depth charies and 
Stingray torpedoes. The latter 
can also be launched via the 
ship's torpedo weapon system. 

Embargo 

The HAS Mk6 Sea King, 
flown b> A Flight. 819 Navai 
Air Squadron, can be used for a 
variety of tasks in addition to 
ASW. including transporting 
the ship's hoarding party dur¬ 
ing embargo operations, and 
for ovcr-thc-hori/on targeting 
in long-range surface engage¬ 
ments involv ing the ship's Har¬ 
poon missiles. 

C ontrol of weapons and sen¬ 
sors is co-ordinated in HMS 
Cumberland’s operations room 
using the Computer Assisted 
C'ommand System. To protect 
the vessel from attack, two of 
the most advanced defence syv 
tems have been combined: the 
Scawolf missile system and the 
Goalkeeper closc-in weapon 
system. 

HMS Cumberland's propul¬ 
sion is prov ided by four Rolls- 
Royce engines, two Spcys to 
provide high speed and power 
and two lynes foi economical 
cruising. 


As a "combined gas and gas" 
ship, the Cumberland can have 
all four gas turbines driv ing her 
simultaneously, allowing a top 
speed well in excess of 20 
knots. To control the engines 
and other auxiliary machinery 
the ship's control centre is 
fitted with computerised moni¬ 
toring equipment, which facili¬ 
tates rapid fault analysis. 

Spacious 

The ship’s company live in 
relatively spacious accommo¬ 
dation. with a recreation area 
as part of each mess deck. The 
C hiefs and Petty Officers arc 
accommodated in four and six- 
berth cabins and each mess has 
a separate lounge. 

Before the three-week period 
of sea training at Portland in 
preparation for the Adriatic dc- 
plovmcnt. the ship's company 
took some well-earned leave. 
They will remain off Yugosla¬ 
via over the Christmas period.

CRUISER 
PROVED 
WORTHY 
TO END 

NO FEWER than 15 pre¬ 
vious ships have borne the 
name Cumberland over the 
past three centuries. The 
first was an 80-gun ship 
launched at Bursledon in 
1695 and the fifteenth — 
and probably the most 
famous — a County-class 
cruiser launched in 1926. 

At the outbreak of the 
Second World War she was 
attached to the South Ameri¬ 
can division and was involved 
in the defeat of the Graf Spee 
off the River Plate in 1939. 

Trials 

Through the war, HMS Cum¬ 
berland fought all over the 
globe, from Burma to the Arc¬ 
tic, finally paying off in 1946. 
A new role was found only 
three years later, and. after a 
refit, she was recommis¬ 
sioned in 1951 as the Royal 
Navy's first trials cruiser. 

For the next seven years 
she was used for trials of pre¬ 
wetting systems, anti-ship 
missiles, new anti-aircraft 
guns and silent propellers. 
Many of the derivatives of 
these innovations can be 
seen in the present ship of the 
name. 

When she finally went to the 
breakers in 1959. the fifteenth 
HMS Cumberland had 
steamed almost 700.000 miles 
during 30 years' service and 
collected four battle honours 
to add to her namesakes’ half 
dozen others.

Franklin — ‘no evidence of cannibalism’ 


YET AGAIN the spectre of cannibalsim among Capt Sir 
John Franklin’s men has (‘Franklin graves found in Arctic’, 
October issue) has been allowed to rise up — despite all the 
evidence being to the contrary. 

The initial native reports given to Dr John Rae in 1854. six years 
after the actual event, were at best second hand and given by people 
who not only resorted to cannibalism themselves, but were also 
notorious for telling their listeners what they thought they wanted to 
hear. 

None had actually met or seen Franklin’s men or been to the site 
of the tragedy. 

A single scratch on an isolated bone found on the south of King 
William Island in the early 1980s was elevated into ‘evidence* and 
used to resurrect the story. This was followed in 1993 by the finding 
of more bones at Erebus Bay with ’cut marks’ — and once again the 
cry of ‘cannibalism’ went up. 

These latest marks were concentrated mainly on finger bones, 
however — a fact which would suggest to even the most novice 


pathologist that someone had been attempting to defend himself 
against a knife attack. It would be a strangely fastidious cannibal 
who ate the meat from fingers with the use of a knife. 

Add to that the reasonable assumption that the defender was 
desperately weak from scurvy and the knowledge that the local 
natives were considered so violent that they had driven other tribes 
from the area, and a new light begins to fall on the matter. 


Boys’ bones found 

Another fact which has been conveniently ignored is that a num¬ 
ber of the bones found in 1993 belonged to boys aged between nine 
and 12 — yet another indicator that natives were involved. 

Finally, there is no evidence that the sailors were short of food — 
401b of chocolate were found actually on the site of the deaths at 
Erebus Bay and food tins were found as far south as Starvation 
Cove, the furthest position known to have been reached by the 
retreating party. — Lt E. C. Coleman, RN Careers Office. Lincoln.

That might be correct of 
UK. but not of Canada We 
have tied up in Toronto har¬ 
bour H.M.C.S. Haida — a 
Tribal class destroyer. 

She saw much action in 
World War II including N. 
Russia and earls in 1944 was 
part of Kith DtStroyCf Hot ilia 
based at Plymouth She was 
responsible for sinking two 
German dcstroxers and other 
shipping, but unfortunatclx lost 
her “chummy** ship the Atha- 
baskan. She was back in action 
again in the Korean War. 

Haida was purchased b> a 
group of businessmen, as a 
memorial to the men and wom¬ 


en of the Royal C anadian Navy 
and Merchant Service. 

She is the last survivor of 27 
Tribal class destroyers that 
served together in three Com¬ 
monwealth navies, is open to 
public six months of year and is 
well visited and maintained —

CAUGHT ON 
CAMERA 

A PHOTOGRAPH of all five of the Royal Navy’s first class of submarines, 
taken in Portsmouth Harbour in 1905 or 1906, has been discovered by CPO 
George Malcolmson of HMS Dryad. 


Cdr Jeff Tall, Director of the Royal 
Navy Submarine Museum, said he be¬ 
lieved it to be unique. 

“It is one of the most important finds 
for years, showing as it does the primi¬ 
tive submarines from which all Royal 
Navy submarines are descended," he 
said. 

The Holland boats are seen at a buoy 
off Fort Blockhouse, later to be known to 
generations of submariners as HMS 
Dolphin. Nearest to the camera is 
Holland 1, the Royal Navy’s first subma¬ 
rine which is on display at the museum. 

This one sank on her way to the break¬ 
er’s yard in 1913 and was found off 
Eddystone Lighthouse in 1981, 

It remains the only surviving example 
of the American design built under 
licence by Vickers at Barrow-in-Furness, 


which produced the rest of the class in 
1901-02. 

Holland 3 is obscured by the other 
boats in the picture — but a count of the 
conning towers shows her to be there. 
Gosport is in the distance, with the ferry 
pontoon clearly visible, while the tenders 
HMS Nettle and HMS Pigmy are in the 
background. 

The Museum will be delighted to hear 
from any reader who can date the photo¬ 
graph more accurately or provide further 
details. 

• A £25,000 model of a First World War 
E Class submarine used in the BBC doc¬ 
umentary series ‘Nautilus’, to be 
screened in the New Year, will soon go 
on temporary display in Portsmouth His¬ 
toric Dockyard before moving to a per¬ 
manent home at the Museum.

RJNDforSAILORS 


By the end of CXiober 
South Bevcland had been 
taken in the teeth of a des¬ 
perate German defence. 
There remained only Wal- 
chcrcn whose big guns gov¬ 
erned the approaches to the 
Scheldt. 

Most of ihe island of Wal- 
chcrcn was flooded, with only a 
rim of land marking liv exis¬ 
tence. To the cam was i he end 
of the causeway from South 
Bevcland, On ns southernmost 
point was the harbour of Rush' 
mg. while to the west Lay six 
large coastal batteries and 
several smaller positions bmh 
into the great Wcstkapelle 
Dvkc between Rushing and the 
village of Domburg. 

The task of taking Walcheren 
lay under the overview of 
Admiral Sir Bertram Ramsay 
who had successfully devised 
and executed Operation Nep¬ 
tune — the amphibious assault 
on Normandy Walcheren was 
to be another D-Day in micro¬ 
cosm, a combined operation in¬ 
volving all arms, with the sea¬ 
borne landing being carried out 
by the Royal Navy. 

Air strikes 

C'odcnamed Operation Infat¬ 
uate. the primary assault was to 
be made by No 4 Special Ser¬ 
vice Brigade composing three 
Royal Marines Commandos — 
Nos 41. 47 and 48 supported 
by Royal Engineers assault 
companies. Pioneer companies 
for work on the beaches, and 
Canadian medical units. Mean¬ 
while No. 4 Army Commando 
was to take Rushing. 

Under the leadership of Brig¬ 
adier Bernard Leicester, the 
Royal Marines were to be sup¬ 
ported by air strikes on enemy 
strongpomts and by the 15m 
gunfire of three "heavies" 
which had covered the Nor¬ 
mandy landings — Ihe battle¬ 
ship HMS Warspiic and the 
monitors HM ships Erebus and 
Roberts. 

The frontal assault on the 
batteries and pillboxes at Wcsi- 
kapdlc had been aided by a 
strike by heavy bombers which 
had blown a gap in ihe dyke 
just south of the township, It 
was planned that the Marines 
would land on the beaches 
either side of this gap, addition¬ 
ally supported by 27 support 
landing craft armed variously 
with guns and rockets. 

Grounded 

In all 180 landing craft had 
been assembled for the attack, 
set for the morning of Novem¬ 
ber L 

From the start things began 
to go wrong. Fighter-bombers 
which were due lo make tacti¬ 
cal strikes on the sirongpomis 
as ihe troops went in were 
grounded by bad weather, leav¬ 
ing just the ships to soften up 
the defences 

The German gunners allowed 
this storm to pass without 
reply, cither being forced — or 



■ Fifty years ago this month the small Dutch island 
of Walcheren was captured by seaborne assault, 
and at heavy cost in lives, by the Royal Navy and 
Royal Marines. Eclipsed in history by the Normandy 
landings which took place five months before, the 
short but bloody battle for Walcheren is frequently 
passed over by those who portray events with a 
broad brush. Yet still it shines as a bright star of 
courage and gallantry in the annals of the Royal 
Marines in particular, whose dearly-won success 
there ensured that the Allied land forces had access 
to all the supplies and equipment they needed to 
prosecute the last phase of the war against Hitler 


prclcrrmg — to wait for the 
vulnerable lauding craft to 
advance under their sights. 

Forging ahead of the troop* 
csrfying vessels, the craft of the 
support squadron duly 
approached the landing sites to 
engage their pre-arranged tar¬ 
gets Now the Germans opened 
rip. 150mm shells cx plod mg in 
and around the lightly pro 
tcctcd craft. 

In what many realised was a 
suicide mission, the support 
squadron drove on with great 
courage, continuing to draw 
enemy fire away from the 
troops in their wake. 


Among the leading craft were 
two vessels making a unique 
appearance in action. Desig¬ 
nated Landing C raft Gun 
{Medium! — LC’CiiMb. each 
was equipped with two. 
shielded 17pdr guns. They were 
being tried out under active 
service conditions to perform a 
task for which they had been 
designed and built — to sup¬ 
port a seaborne landing by at¬ 
tacking the enemy’s fortified 
positions point-blank. 

Lf G(Mh 101 and 102 pos¬ 
sessed ballast lanks which when 
Hooded were intended to pro¬ 
vide a stable gun platform 


when close inshore. Accom¬ 
panied by other support craft, 
each of the LCGtMh would 
flank the landing sites — 102 to 
the left and 101 to the right. 

With their hulls ballasted so 
that their decks were almost at 
sea level, the two vessels made 
their hair-raismg advance 
towards their targets, their guns 
firing continuously. 

On board 101 was a 27-year- 
old Royal Marines officer. Capt 
Michael Pcrct/. who had been 
involved in training the gun 
crews in North Wales and had 
been given permission to join 
the craft as an observer. 

Tragic 

He told Navy News; "As we 
approached the shore under 
heavy gunfire, it became clear 
that whatever success our guns 
would have, our main value 
was to act as a target for the 
German guns which would 
otherwise be focusing the it 
attention on the landing craft 
holding the RM Commandos 
coming behind us 

LCG(M> !02 T s debut was to 
be tragically short. As she 
approached the steep beach in 
from of the dyke wall she 
received a direct hit and was 
destroyed m a ball of fire, only 
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IN THE MONTHS following D-Day one of the 
primary concern a of Allied strategists was how 
to ensure supples from Britain kept pace with 
their lend forces as they advanced towards the 
heart of the Third Reich, 

The ingenious Mulberry Harbour at Arro- 
mancties and the damaged port of Cherbourg 
were by late 1944 struggling to cope with a 
huge volume of traffic. And as the troops fought 
further into Europe, supplies were travelling 
over a lengthening road and rail system which 
had been impaired by the conquerors’ own 
bombing. 

When the large and virtually intact port of 
Antwerp was liberated on September 6, its posi¬ 
tion and capacity seemed to provide the ideal 
answer. There was, however, a snag: although 
tha Allies now held the important port, the 
enemy were still in possession of most of the 38 


miles of the Scheldt Estuary which linked 
Antwerp with the North Sea. 

The German were only too aware of the stra¬ 
tegic importance of the Belgian town; they had 
mined the narrow waters which led to it and 
guarded them with batteries of heavy guns 
encased in reinforced concrete. 

As shown in this contemporary map, the 
south shore of the Scheldt had been swept of 
any significant enemy forces by late October, 
and by the turn of the month South Beveland, a 
peninsula on the estuary's north side and linked 
to mainland Netherlands by a narrow isthmus, 
had been liberated after fierce fighting. 

Opposition was now confined to Walcheren, 
an island of 82 square miles forming the north¬ 
ern mouth of the Scheldt. It was occupied by 
thousands of enemy troops end was bristling 
with guns. It was going to be a tough nut to 
crack ,. *

ACTION

one Marine surviving out of 
her crew of about 40. 

Meanwhile. 101 had sus¬ 
tained only minor damage thus 
far. grinding to a halt a mere 
50ft from ihe nearest enemy 
emplacement. Although her 
forward sect ton seemeo to be 
outside the arc of the big guns 
which had survived the initial 
bombardment, hits were being 
scored on her after pan. 

Under this barrage the craft 
maintained its bombardment 
despite sustaining turret dam¬ 
age and casualties among the 
gun crews who were subjected 
to a hail of machine-gun and 
small arms fire. 

Rain of fire 

After IS minuies of this. 
101'$ commanding officer. Lt 
R, Flamank RNVR. decided to 
pull away and make a fresh 
attack. He ordered the ballast 
tanks to be blown and the 
kedge anchor pulled in to get 
the craft off ihc beach. In doing 
so ihe first lieutenant was 
caught in the full blast of an 
enemy machine gun and died 
instantly: two ratings were 
seriously wounded. 

In the meantime assault craft 
were still heading into the 
beach under a ram of lire. The 
enemy's anti-personnel shells 
were bursting overhead and 
there were massive explosions 
in the sea among the small 
craft. 

Whole areas of water erupted 
into spray as rocket-craft sal¬ 
voes fell short of their targets 
ashore. One tank landing craft 
took a direct hit amidships 
which cut it in two. each piece 
standing upright for what 


seemed an incredibly long time 
before toppling over and 
sinking. 

Bodies were floating in the 
water while survivors — many 
of them wounded — could be 
seen bobbing up and down, 
supported by their lifebelts as 
shells fell around them. 

Lucky 

Haifa-mile from the beach it 
became dear that LC G(M) 101 
had taken too much damage for 
a renewed attack. Her hull bore 
more holes than a colander, 
and nothing could prevent her 
sinking. As her crew abandoned 
ship she turned turtle and slid 
beneath the waves, her end 
recorded in a scries of graphic 
photographs taken by a Press 
cameraman in one of the medi¬ 
cally equipped landing craft 
standing by to rescue survivors. 

Capt Pcrcta felt particularly 
lucky to be among the survi¬ 
vors that day. Back in l r K he 
had tossed a coin to decide 
which LCG(M) to join and by 
this method chose 101 and for¬ 
tunately not the doomed 102, 

“We. Ihe survivors, were 
very fortunate to be picked up 
out of the very' cold water by a 
hospital craft, and we were 
eventually taken to a hospital 
in Ostend — alt of us feeling 
extremely surprised to be 
alive.** 

Considering ihc punishment 
that LUCKM> 101 had endured 
her vrew had indeed escaped 
relatively lightly — two killed 
and four wounded out of a 
com pi e me n i of 3 5. Ca p t Pc ret /. 
who was later promo led Major, 
was created an MBt for his 
pan in the action The com¬ 
manding officer ol the Support 


Craft Squadron, Cdr K A. 
"Monkcv” Sellars, received the 
DSD, 

Of his 27 vessels only seven 
remained fu for action. Out of 
a total of 1.000 men who had 
crewed them — more than half 
Royal Marines — 172 had been 
killed and 200 wounded, a 
casualty rate of more than 30 
per cent. However, their sacri¬ 
fice had drawn enemy fire from 
the assault troops who once 
ashore pushed forward with 
vigour. 

As the weather improved 
Typhoon lighter-bombers were 
able to Oy 420 sorties before 
the end of the day. With that 
support, as well as the use of 
smoke and their own firepower, 
the Commandos were able to 
reduce each position one by 
one. 

Supplies 

Still, the accurate fire from 
surviving emplacements had a 
severe effect and. combined 
with high winds, interrupted 
supply to Ihe beaches for the 
first two days 

Dealing with floods, mines, 
wire, machine-gun nests, con¬ 
crete bI(x khouses and nuirtars. 
41 Commando took Dombutg 
by the end of the first day. and 
by dawn 48 Commando were 
in Zouieland. a village between 
Wesikapcllc and Flushing. 

By the 4th. Dakotas were 
dropping supplies and the nest 
day leading elements of 47 l do 
linked up with their Army 
counterparts at Flushing 


Middlcburg was taken on the 
6th and soon after the Gentians 
surrendered. Almost 2,000 of 
them were taken prisoner 

The enemy's last and most 
powerful hold on the Scheldt 
had been broken and the Royal 
Navy were able to begin sweep¬ 
ing the estuary clear of mines. 
With almost 100 sweepers 
working together, it was one of 
the biggest operations of its 
kind to be undertaken in war¬ 
time. 

At Walcheren 25 landing 
craft had been lost and many 
more damaged. The campaign 
had cost 7,700 Allied casual¬ 
ties, but the pn/c was 
immense: Antwerp was free to 
operate with its 20 miles ol 
water frontage. 500 cranes. 600 
acres of viorage sheds. 500 
miles of railway and its ability 
to receive ships of up to 19,000 
tons. 

Relief and appreciation at 
receiving such an immediate 
transfusion are clear in the ful¬ 
some praise afforded the vic¬ 
tors of Walcheren by no less a 
person than the Supreme Allied 
Commander. Gen Dwight l> 
Eisenhower 

"The action of ihe Royal 
Navy and the Royal Marines in 
W alcheren was one of the most 
gallant of the war. The manner 
in which the unarmoured sup* 
port vessels with light guns 
went in and slammed it out 
with heavier guns in reinforced 
concrete is one of the incidents 
thai w ill be remembered m Bri¬ 
tish naval htstors."

ROLLING 


WITH decisions still to be made about the proposed move from their base at 
Seaton and Coypool, Plymouth, to Chivenor air base in north Devon, the Com¬ 
mando Logistic Regiment carried on business as usual by taking part in Opera¬ 
tion Rolling Deep in Wales, Portsmouth and on Salisbury Plain. 


The regiment embarked in 
RFAs Sir Tristram and Bcdi- 
vere in Plymouth and landed at 
Browndown Beach. Ports¬ 
mouth for a logistic exercise 
which involved tnc resupplying 
of over 1,700 tons of simulated 
ammunition to the Salisbury 
Plain military training areas. 

A new bar code system was 
also being tested which will en¬ 
able the Ordnance Squadron 
stall to keep track of exactly 
what ammunition is on which 
ships. 

The Ordnance Squadron of 
the Logistic Regiment provides 
every conceivable item re¬ 
quired by the Commando Brig¬ 


ade in the field, the bulk of 
which are combat supplies of 
fuel, rations and ammunition. 

Supplies are moved by the 
Transport Squadron who were 
recently equipped with new dis- 
mountable racks for unloading 
pallets from their 14-ton vehi¬ 
cles. The new method, first 
used by the British Army dur¬ 
ing the Gulf War, makes the 
whole logistic process much 
more efficient. 

The Logistic Regiment is 
ideally suited to UN and 
humanitarian operations and 
was last used operationally dur¬ 
ing Operation Safe Haven 
when they gave assistance to 
Kurdish refugees in Iraq.

Child support 


reviewed 


CONTINUING negotia¬ 
tions with the Child Sup¬ 
port Agency (CSA) have 
resulted in their agree¬ 
ment to adapt some of 
their procedures to take 
account of the special 
circumstances of Ser¬ 
vice personnel. 

Concern had been voiced 
about the time allowed for re¬ 
sponding to Maintenance 
Enquiry Forms (MEFs) and the 


inclusion of allowances such as 
the Local Overseas Allowance 
(LOA) in assessment. 

The CSA have now agreed 
that when a MEF is not re¬ 
turned within 14 days thc> will 
approach Serv ice personnel de¬ 
partments for confirmation 


that its non-return is tor opera¬ 
tional reasons. The normal 28- 
day timescale will be extended 
on a "case by case" basis but 
personnel should be aware that 
an> such extension will not al¬ 
ter the date from which mainte¬ 
nance is due (the date the MEF 
is issued by the CSA). 

Where individuals arc in re¬ 
ceipt of LOA. the CSA has 
agreed that this should not he 
included in all new cases of 
child support assessments 
Anyone whose previous assess¬ 
ment has included LOA should 
contact the CSA asking them to 
review their case. Reassess¬ 
ments will be backdated to the 


date of the original and an> 
over-payments will be- taken 
into account.

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MOD in step on infectious diseases 


MEASURES have been outlined which 
have brought the Ministry of 
Defence’s control of communicable 
diseases into line with recent public 
health guidance and civil law. 

Re-examination of methods of control 
followed the 1988 Acheson Report on Pub¬ 
lic Health in England as well as similar 
papers in the UK. In 1991 a guidance docu¬ 
ment was issued to the National Health 
Service and local authorities by the Depart 
ments of Health and the Environment 
which examined the role of the consultant 
in communicable disease control. 


In 1992 the Food Safety Act became ap¬ 
plicable within MOD establishments and 
this, coupled with the withdrawal of Crown 
immunity, had significant implications for 
the Armed Forces. Food poisoning is now 
notifiable. 

MOD sees it as vital that it maintains 
close communication with civil authorities 
concerning outbreaks of disease on its 
property and affecting its personnel. 

Newly published outline arrangements 
deal with procedures for notification and 
surveillance of infectious disease, investi¬ 
gation and management of outbreaks and 
liaison with civilian bodies. The arrange¬ 


ments also deal with the role of the RN 
consultant adviser on communicable dis¬ 
ease control, and that of the naval medical 
officer of health. 

There are 39 diseases which are notifia¬ 
ble as a result of legislation — from anth¬ 
rax to yellow fever, but including more 
common and less potent illnesses such as 
chickenpox and measles. In addition there 
are five diseases which are notifiably 
through the requirements of the Armed 
Forces alone. These include influenza 
(when directed by MOD) and infective 
enteritis.

Legion 
role in 
injury 
claims 


ANYONE contemplating 
making a claim in Common 
Law for personal accident 
or injury against the Minis¬ 
try of Defence is advised to 
approach The Royal British 
Legion in the first place 

Although claimants may if 
they wish contact MOD direct 
or consult a solicitor. The RBL 
Pensions Department will ask 
them to compiclc a form de¬ 
scribing the incident and. on a 
separate sheet, ask them to gi%e 
further details including copies 
of any written evidence or 
correspondence. 

Having completed its investi¬ 
gations the department will for¬ 
ward the documents to The 
RBL Solicitors Referral Group 
whose members specialise in 
compensation claims against 
MOD at no charge. 

However, while The RBL is 
able to give advice it is not able 
to help with legal fees. 

1987 Act 

Such claims in Common Law 
have been possible for serving 
and ex-serving personnel since 
the Crown Proceedings (Armed 
Forces) Act 1987. The Act is 
not retrospective and claims for 
compensation can only be 
made for incidents after May 
15. 1987. 

The time limn for submitting 
a personal injury claim to 
MOD is three sears from the 
date of the incident or from 
when the claimant reasonably 
became aware of the injury.

Disablement 

In the case of War Disable¬ 
ment Pensions, serving and ex¬ 
serving personnel mas make a 
claim if they consider that their 
service in the Armed Forces is 
related to a medical condition 
from which they are currently 
suffering. 

The pension is paid by the 
Department of Social Security 
and. despite the title, claimants 
need not have served in a war 
or armed conflict. 

The War Pensions Agency 
will assess the level of disabi¬ 
lity. A tax-free pension is paid 
if the disablement is assessed at 
20 per cent or more, while a 
tax-free gratuity is paid for less 
than 20 per cent disablement.

Of those, five officers and 21 
ratings were killed in road acci¬ 
dents. Of the others, three offi¬ 
cers and seven ratings died 
from natural causes. 

Total membership of the 
fund at the end of the period 
was 9.267 officers (96 per cent 
of eligible personnel) and 
48.260 ratings (99 per cent). 

During the year £178.000 
was disbursed in grants and 
£94.000 was invested. Annual 
subscription of £1.80 for rat¬ 
ings remained at that figure set 
in 1981, while officers' sub¬ 
scriptions were reduced from 
£2.40 to bring them into line 
with ratings. 

The maximum grant payable 
was increased on April 1 last 
year from £3.250 to £4.000.

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Square deal for 
square roots 

Sailors have been forced to swim with a spring 
tide of change lately — but for many of them 
uniform is a sealed pattern that should stay that 
way. 

Yet the current rig remains — and should re¬ 
main after 1997 — easily recognisable as the 
direct descendant of that approved in 1857 Over 
140 years of uniformity isn t bad going — es¬ 
pecially since there was none at all before then 

By the early 19th Century the blue jacket might 
have been “customary dress ', but any “decent 
clothes” would have passed muster in most 
ships 

Nor was there anything to stop captains intro¬ 
ducing uniforms of their own design — at their 
own expense — for at least part of their ships 
companies, while sailors added touches of their 
own, such as rows of bright buttons and gaudy 
hat ribbons 

The captain of HMS Harlequin in 1820 went so 
far as to dress the crew of his gig as harlequins 
— and Capt J W Washington of HMS Blazer in 
1845 had his in blue and white striped jackets, 
thus reputedly giving the name to a piece of 
sartorial excess still sported at Henley Regatta 

Even after 1857 a good deal of latitude was still 
allowed — 40 years later the Admiralty was com¬ 
plaining of the “considerable laxity in observance 
of the instructions laid down in uniform 
regulations *’ 

What the current review — the most wides¬ 
pread since 1857 — aims to do is to increase 
comfort while defending tradition, though the 
plotted departure of flares as the vestigial re¬ 
minder of the old bell-bottoms will be regarded 
by some as a sell-out despite the obvious econ¬ 
omy gained by adopting a single Service trouser 
design 

But surely no one now misses the complicated 
tapes and waistband that held the old square rig 
together before the last review in the 1970s 9 

It also intends to make all Naval clothing uni¬ 
form'. thus allowing badges of rank to be worn on 
items of protective gear, which will bring an ob 
vious gam in recognition m line with that enjoyed 
by many other navies. 

Since the Royal Navy originally set the style for 
most of these, there is no harm in returning the 
compliment 

Many of the changes proposed are down to 
commonsense Technology has made great 
strides in the clothing industry over the past 
couple of decades and there is no reason why 
uniform should not keep itself up to date along 
with every other facet of the Fleet’s operation 

Provided that the New Look' doesn t look too 
different from the old one

effectiveness of every item of 
Navy clothing Recommended 
changes which arc accepted arc 
planned to be in place by 1997. 

“Previous reviews have looked 
at certain uniform items, but this 
is the first to handle the whole 
question of naval clothing as an 
inter-related system." said the 
project officer. Cdr David 
Hobbs. “We envisage the most 
widespread changes in naval uni¬ 
form since the first regulations 
for sailors' clothing were laid 
down in 1857." 

As well as deleting the last ves¬ 
tige of the bell-bottom — re¬ 
duced to flares in the 1970s — 
consideration will be given to 
slightly raising the V-neck of 
square rig so that the collar sits 
better on the shoulders. 

Contractual arrangements for 
uniform production would be 
made more cost effective if col¬ 
our was the only factor which 
distinguished naval trousers 
from those of the Army and 
RAF. said Cdr Hobbs. 

“That and the addition of suit 
cuffs on the sleeves would mean 
that stocked items can be done 
away with. Uniforms would be 
provided by professional tailors 
under contract, who could then 
easily alter sleeves and trousers 
to fit the individual. 

Better fitting 

“The result would be a reduc¬ 
tion in the resource cost of the 
item, a better fitting uniform and 
a sailor who feels better about 
the way he or she looks." 

There was no question of deve¬ 
loping a uniform that would not 
be compatible with tradition 
“On the contrary. Tradition will 
be strengthened if we make tradi¬ 
tion affordable.'* 

Every naval clothing item will 
come under scrutiny — including 
protective wear. Some will be 
withdrawn if the> are shown to 
have outlived their usefulness: 
others will be replaced or im¬ 
proved. while the use of some 
items will be extended. 

Increased use of tropical 
whites will be examined, includ¬ 
ing the possibility of summer 
wear in UK. There arc also plans 
to improve the steaming boot (or 
UMM the comfort of which is 
not widely admired among its 
wearers. 

Consideration will be given to 
replacing, in hot climates, the 
heavy No. 8 shirt with a light¬ 
weight working shirt. 

High in popularity are plans 
for a new. lightweight, stash- 
away combat jacket and trousers 
in material which is “moisture 
vapour permeable" (MVP). It

would be issued with a 7ip-up 
liner for wear in cold weather 
cither as a separate garment or 
beneath the MVP suit. The com¬ 
bination would replace the blue 
raincoat, blue windproof jacket, 
and current foul-weather wear. 

It is also planned to improve 
action working dress, tropical 
clothing and domestic clothing 
worn in offices and mess decks. 
The woolly pully is likely to be 
replaced b> a more effective, flat- 
wcave puilover and considera¬ 
tion is being given to developing 
a standard. easy-care summer 
shin for general wear without a 
tie. It would replace the existing 
tropical shin and the female rat¬ 
ings summer blouse. 

The future of senior officers’ 
ceremonial wear is being studied. 
If it is found that there is a need 
to retain the uniform, with its 
high collar and epaulettes, its use 
may be made more frequent, 
though perhaps without the 
sword, and ribbons instead of 
medals. 

Most notable of the changes 
which have already taken place is 
the adoption of the squarc-ng 
uniform for female junior rates 
following successful trials. An 
earlier option, more feminine in 
appearance, was dropped as it 
was found to be unpopular, too 
costly and too distinct from male 
square rig. 

Combat boots 

“The female uniform we have 
now differs only in having a 
slightly raised V-’neck and is tai¬ 
lored to the female form." said 
Cdr Hobbs. “It gives a corporate 
identity which is one of the main 
criteria running through deci¬ 
sions on female uniform.” 

Other changes outlined in DCI 
RN 182/94 include: 

• Deletion of ratings* second 
blue uniform and red-on-blue 
badges. 

• RN parade boots to be re¬ 
placed by Army combat boots, 
although ceremonial guards will 
continue to wear parade bools 
and gaiters at least until the out¬ 
come of Phase Two of the 
review. 

• Branch and rate badges in 


hand-embroidered gold thread 
will be replaced by synthetic, 
machine-embroidered versions. 
Red-on-black patterns are being 
replaced from January by woven 
gold badges for POs and leading 
rales, while blue-on-whitc badges 
for working dress w ill be replaced 
by embroidered items. 

• White bush jackets are replac¬ 
ing officers' tropical tunics, ex¬ 
cept in the case of flag officers, 
captains, commanders in com¬ 
mand. executive officers of 
major warships, officers in HMY 
Britannia. RN attaches. British 
naval staff overseas and certain 
exchange appointments. 

• In July ratings will have their 
tropical tunics replaced by offi¬ 
cers* pattern bush jackets. 

For females: 

• New mess undress for officers 
is in the course of supply tnd 
mirrors the uniform worn by 
male counterparts. 

• Supplies are now available of a 
new bush jacket and skirt for 
officers and senior rates. 

#A stone-coloured uniform 
based on Army design is being 


developed for officers serving in 
prestigious appointments in 
South America. 

• White tunics are being sup¬ 
plied for officers such as flag 
lieutenants. 

• Trials of a new design white 
tropical dress for wear ashore are 
being completed. 

• Officers* style blue jacket and 
skirt for senior rates is the sub¬ 
ject of a development trial. 

One of the aims of the review 
is to give all naval clothing a uni¬ 
form number. “At present many 
items of protective wear are not. 
strictly speaking, uniform — 
such as flying jackets." said Cdr 
Hobbs. 

He and his project team will be 
visiting ships, establishments 
and squadrons throughout the 
period of the review. “One thing 
that we do not yet have is an 
easily recognisable title for the 
project." he said. “The Army 
named theirs Combat Soldier 95. 
Our year is 97. and I would be 
pleased to receive suggestions.”

Popularly regarded as 
being little more than a 
'Boot 1 camp for new re¬ 
cruits, where rough edges 
are knocked off and the 
mysteries of drill and kit 
inspection instilled in a 
schoolroom atmosphere, 
the ultra modem training 
establishment at T orpotnt, 
Cornwall is actually con¬ 
cerned with just about 
every part of the business 


Virtual reality is the name of 
the game — but ft has littie to 
do with computer graphics. In 
the pursuit of authenticity, the 
Naval environment is repro¬ 
duced in as detailed a form as 
possible — and that goes for 
the galley, too. 

Thus the ovens in each of 
the Cookery School's eight 
kitchens, each designed to 
train up to eight students at a 


time, are the same as those 
used at sea and the same rou- 
tines are worked around 
them. 

It is even so arranged that 
all the electric power to the 
kitchen can be isolated 
through one breaker — in the 
same way as it is in HM ships. 

For ventilation, however, 
sea breezes are not enough 
— here the entire kitchen 
ceiling is designed as a giant 
oven hood. Otherwise, all that 
is missing from the simulated 
ship-borne galley is its unwel¬ 
come ability to pitch and roll. 

Over at Triumph Squadron, 
though, the Damage Repair 


Instructional Unit’s crazily 
mounted mock-up of a war¬ 
ship section can do that, loo 
— up to 15 degrees either 
side of the horizontal at vary¬ 
ing frequencies to reproduce 
anything from a Caribbean 
summer to e North Sea winter. 

Inside all is fitted out like 
the real thing — and the ten¬ 
sion mounts as the disembod¬ 
ied voice of the instructor act¬ 
ing the part of the Principal 
Warfare Officer talking from 
the Ops Room builds up the 
picture of an incoming missile 
threat 

Suddenly there is a loud 
bang, all the lights go out, the

interior fills with smoke and 
water pours in through dozens 
of shrapnel holes. It is the job 
of the students to find them in 
the dark, seal them and try to 
save the ship — but U Cdr 
Chris Clarke lets them stop 
short of failure. 

"If they're not coping too 
well we can open the drams to 
let some of the water out end 
give them a chance of suc¬ 
cess — If we let them sink 
they’ll just get the hump and 
we won 1 ! have gained any¬ 
thing/ 1 he observes 
philosophically. 

Even more uncomfortably 
realistic is the fiendish ’rat 
run’ devised as part of the ad¬ 
vanced firefighting course for 
submariners. Blindfolded, 
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Raleigh's First Aid instruc¬ 
tors take a pride in making 
things complicated «— the 
treatment might be straight¬ 
forward but the circumstan¬ 
ces of injuries at sea seldom 
•re. 

So inside their own 'ship" 
they walk around singing, 
Shouting, rattling and banging 
things and making a string of 
confusing pipes to put maxi¬ 
mum pressure on the stu¬ 
dents — mostly ships 1 first aid 
teams and requalifiers. 

The walls of the treatment 
area have been painted red 
after the staff got fed up 
painting over splashes of 
'blood', which tends to be 


thrown around in style remi¬ 
niscent of a Hammer film set 

They even make use of pro¬ 
fessional 'casualties 1 — as 
lately when Paignton Red 
Cross volunteered to assist 
and sent some members of 
the Casualties Union, who 
regularly offer their acting ta¬ 
lents to give credence to a 
wide range of paramedic 
training. 

Nothing is quite as it seems 
at Raleigh these days.

JACKIE Broome's 1955 classic Make a Signal has been 
reissued by Douglas-Boyd Books at £14.95 — and reading it 
again makes one realise that the Golden Age of ship-to-ship 
back-chat is now sadly long past. 


The natural demand for con¬ 
cision in naval communica¬ 
tions produced a crisp. tdCgHh 
matic form of wit that is quite 
unique in the history of humor¬ 
ous writing, viz: 

“Dark night. North Sea. From

HAVE BEEN HIT RIGHT 
AFT BY MINE. From Destroy¬ 
er B to Admiralty: REFER¬ 
ENCE DESTROYER A S SIG¬ 
NAL. NOT MINE BUT ME.** 

“Gibraltar Signal Station to 
passing ship: WHAT SHIP? 
Reply: WHAT R(X’K?” 

“From extremely fussy 
destroyer flotilla captain to de¬ 
stroyer about to go to sea for 
exercises: HOW LONG DO 
YOU EXPECT TO BE AFTER 
LEAVING HARBOUR? From 
destroyer: 310 FEET AS 
USUAL”. 

Crusty 

Some of the best exchanges 
arc made between crusty admi¬ 
rals. During the Crimean War 
Vice Admiral James Dundas 
was turning over to Rear 
Admiral Sir Edmund Lyons — 
and the relationship between 
the pair was revealed in their 
parting signals.

And from one of the crustiest 
of them all. when Formidable 
after being attacked by Kami¬ 
kaze observed to Indomitable, 
flying the flag of Philip Vian:

YOU REFERRING TO ME? 

The Aussies. above all, can 
hit the mark with a crisp put- 
down.

BRISBANE? and Brisbane cut 
back with HOW MANY

More seriously. Broome — a 
distinguished wartime sea cap¬ 
tain. later a writer who was na¬ 
val adviser for the film of The 
Cruel Sea and produced a num¬ 
ber of “Look at Life” shorts for 
Rank — put into this volume 
an elegantly concise histoid of 
naval signals, together with a 
selection of some of the Navy’s 
most famous encounters, told 
in the tersely vivid format that 
the Navy made its own.

Threshing around 
with America’s 
Rice Paddy Navy 


UNUSUALLY fora naval memoir, Clavlon 
Mishlcr's Sampan Sailor (Brasscy's US $22) 
has little to do with the sea — but don't let 
that put you off. 

Ii deals with the members of the “Rice Padd> 
Navy” — the Si no- American Co-operative Organ¬ 
isation that was one of the best-kept secrets ol 
World War II. 

Living oil' the land and ranging throughout 
China’s spectacular countryside. Mishler and his 
fellow sailors were engaged in training Chinese 
guerrillas while keeping the US Reel apprised ol 
weather conditions and Japanese movements. 

I his is real Indiana Jones country and the party 
spent their days dodging ambushes by bandits, 
finding refuge in a variety of uncomfortable and 
unlikely quarters — including a leper colony — 
and all the time doing battle with a rich variety ol 
outsize creepy crawlies that all seem to have de¬ 
veloped a taste for the author’s blood above all 
others’. 

The savagery and corruption of the C hinese 
warlords is concisely summed up in the following 
passage, one of many similar incidents Mishler 
records: 


“The next day I saw two heads roll. These were 
a Chinese sergeant and corporal whose duty was 
to roam the countryside for eligible youths for the 
army. One farmer, who had a 13-ycar-old son. 
begged them not to take him because the (fennel 
had only one arm and needed the son to help him 
earn a living. 

“The two soldiers suggested they would over¬ 
look the boy if they were paid enough. The poor 
farmer scraped together all the money he had plus 
some he borrowed from neighbours, whereupon 
the soldiers lived it up for a few days. 

“When they returned to the farmer for more 
money, he begged for just a few days to try to get 
it. The father had been bled dry and could not 
borrow any more, so he went 10 (he Chinese gen¬ 
eral and told him w hat had happened. The general 
exempted the boy from conscription for one year 
and had the two soldiers beheaded. 

“The heavy sword swung downwards twice, and 
each time a head rolled onto the ground. Blood 
gushed at First, then slowed to a trickle. When I 
talked with the missionary about this, he said that 
the soldiers were executed not because they col¬ 
lected money from the poor farmer but because 
they did not share it with the general.”

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Three for thrills ... 


Sct'een Scene 


WITH a screech of brakes, a 
whiff of cordite and an 
announcement that all 
police leave has been can¬ 
celled. three new action 
thrillers hurtle on to RN 
screens this month. 

The Getaway is Iasi, \iolcnt. 
amoral. It harks back, first, to 
the 1940s. the heyday of "film 
noir". when the poor hero, out 
to make a dishonest buck, was 
beset by unreliable henchmen 
and double-dealing dames; and 
it harks back also to the 1970s. 
when the story (by Jim Thomp¬ 
son) was first filmed. 

Prototype 

In the original version Steve 
McQueen and Ali McGraw 
played the bank robber and his 
wife on the run from cops and 
fellow-criminals alike. This re¬ 
make (which, apart from an 
added prologue, sticks closely 
to the prototype) stars Alee 
Baldwin in the McQueen part. 

M( Queen, of course, was ter¬ 
rific at presenting a poker face 
while suggesting all sorts of rag¬ 
ing emotions going on behind 
it: with Baldwin you just gel the 
poker face. However, replacing 
the rather bland Ms McGraw. 
Kim Basinger puts her bod> 
and soul, especially the former, 
into a super-intense 
performance. 

As before, though, the fuel on 
which the film runs is the 
action factor, the brilliantly 
staged chases and shoot-outs 

Eddie Murphy seems to be at 
some sort of crossroads. The 
Murphy character — cool, 
tough and sassy — has been 


playing for a good many years 
now. and the fact that his new 
film is call Beverly Hills Cop 3 
underlines the problem — 
we’ve been here before too 
much, too often: which is not to 
say that the star and his vehicle 
don't go through their moves 
with practised, entertaining 
ease. 

The film's big idea is to set 
most of the action in a huge 
amusement park — Disneyland 
in all but name so that the 
gun battles, punch-ups and hec¬ 
tic pursuits at least have a nov¬ 
el background. The series never 
was exactly big on realism, but 
with this latest addition we are 
four-square in James Bond fan¬ 
tasy-land — making the four- 
letter dialogue, the "street" lan¬ 
guage (whose street s that. 
Eddie?) feel even less appro¬ 
priate. 

The threesome is completed 
b> On Deadly Ground from 
Steven Seagal, he of the 
throaty, menacing snarl and le¬ 
thal martial arts expertise. The 
surprise in this package is the 
film's environmental concern. 

Menacing 

The obligators Brit villain — 
Michael Caine in top menacing 
form — manifests his villainy 
by polluting the Alaskan coast¬ 
line and exploiting its inhabit¬ 
ants. all for the greater profits 
of his petroleum company.

guys. But the film is likely to be

servatively estimated, of 237 of 
her inhabitants. — Bob Baker 


Re-release of 
Crown Film

FEW wartime documentaries were made in colour — the 
British being particularly sparing in this regard — so Wes¬ 
tern Approaches makes a welcome return in video, the 
more so since it is still regarded as one of the best produc¬ 
tions of the Crown Film Unit. 


Shot in the Atlantic in 1944 
— with the threat of U-boats 
never far away — it was intend¬ 
ed as a tribute to the Merchant 
Navy and featured genuine 
merchant seamen acting out a 
story line that has their ship 
torpedoed and sunk.

GAIN FROM 
CHATHAM’S 
WIND DOWN 


DEPLOYMENT of a large part of the Navy overseas in 
the 19th century added to Plymouth’s importance as 
the closest major home dockyard — and even the late 
strategic shift in naval deployment away from the 
Channel and around to the north and east to meet the 
German threat did not mean that it lost much of its 
traditional importance to the Navy in the years leading 
up to the First World War. 


By then the doubling of 
the Dockyard’s size by the 
Keyham extension — autho¬ 
rised in 1895 and officially 
opened in 1907 was an in¬ 
vestment too great not to be 
exploited. 

Devonport specifically 
benefited from the scale of 
the demand for warships — 
especially battleships — 
and a redistribution of work 
between the dockyards. 

In Volume II of The New 
Maritime History of Devon 
(Conway Maritime Press in 
association with the Univer¬ 
sity of Exeter, £35) this is 
shown to be linked to the 
relative demise of Chatham 
as a front-line building yard, 
owing to limitations of 
space. 

Chatham, argues one of 
the contributors, Peter Hil- 
ditch, could be regarded as 
an essentially Victorian 
yard, ill-equipped to partici¬ 
pate in the Edwardian Naval 
Race. 

Construction 

And the Medway yard’s 
workforce, larger than 
Devonport's at its high tide 
of construction effort in the 
middle of the 19th century, 
was actually reduced in 


1907. 

The work of maintaining 
and manning the Fleet also 
makes it misleading to des¬ 
cribe the South West as a 
naval backwater at any point 
from 1914 to 1918 — the 
German acquisition of new 
bases at Zeebrugge and 
Ostend, combined with the 
introduction of longer range 
submarines, soon shifted 
the focus of the U-boat cam¬ 
paign to the crucial sea 
lanes of the Western 
Approaches. 

Overlooked 

Elsewhere, Ian Skinner 
explores the important but 
often overlooked role of 
Plymouth in World War II, 
when it also found itself re¬ 
verting to its original role as 
the main western base 
against an enemy directly 
across the Channel. 

As the Germans occupied 
the French naval bases de¬ 
veloped in the 17th and 18th 
centuries for a war against 
Britain, so the ethos behind 
the original strategic role en¬ 
visaged for Plymouth, un¬ 
tested operationally since 
1815, was put on trial in 
modem warfare.

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Brave efforts 
remembered 


DURING a break from operational duties in the Adriatic HMS Brave took part in a 
series of commemorative events in tribute to those who lost their lives in 
Operation Dragoon, the Allied landings on the south coast of France in August 
1944. 


The eighth ship to be named 
Brave had been involved in the 
operation and, some 50 years 
on, the current HMS Brave 
sailed from Malta to take part 
in an anniversary fleet review 
ofT the French coast alongside 
over 40 vessels from the RN 
and French and US navies. 

The following day the Type 


22 frigate anchored oil Cap 
Dramont and landed a Colour 
party to lead the shore-based 
ceremonies in the presence of 
President Mittcrand and Lt 
Cdr The Duke of York. 

On sailing, the ship con¬ 
ducted her own service of 
remembrance led by the ship’s 
chaplain. Rev Brian Fairbank. 
A wreath, which had been don-, 
ated by veterans, some of 
whom had been on board the 
ship to witness the review, was 
cast into the sea in honour of 
those who had lost their lives in 


the action. 

Later visits during her de¬ 
ployment to Crete and Corfu 
saw HMS Brave’s ship's com¬ 
pany paying tribute to British 
and Greek servicemen killed 
during the Second World War. 

A service of remembrance 
was held at the cemetery at 
Suda Bay, Crete and a wreath- 
laying ceremony took place at 
the British Cemetery. Corfu, in 
honour of British sailors from 
HM ships Saumarez and 
Volagc who died during the 
Corfu Incident in 1946.

FIFTY YEARS ON 

A LOOK back at the wartime operations of the Royal Navy half a 
century ago this month. 

After the failure of Arnhem the advance towards Germany was 
slowing up and the need for a supply port nearer the front was 
urgent. In order to open the port of Antwerp the well-defended island 
of Walcheren at the mouth of the Scheldt had first to be captured 
An amphibious assault by three Royal Marines commandos and 
one Army commando was supported by a fleet of various landing 
craft and naval bombardment with 15m guns. The planned air sup¬ 
port was not initially available because of fog on the UK airfields 
After a furious battle the German garrison surrendered There were 
7.700 Allied casualties of the Scheldt campaign 
It was one of the finest episodes in the long history of the Royal 
Marines, operating in close co-operation with the ships of the Royal 
Navy.

AFTER one of the shor¬ 
test peacetime commis¬ 
sions of any Royal Navy 
vessel, HMS Unicorn 
arrived at Devonport to 
pay off as Britain's last 
diesel submarine. 

The fourth and last of the 
Upholder-class, Unicorn was 
launched in 1992 and commis¬ 
sioned on June 26 last year. 
Her commanding officer, Cdr 
John Gower, was joined for her 
final entry into Plymouth by 
Flag Officer Submarines. Rear 
Admiral Roger Lane-Nott. and 
the boat was welcomed home 
by families and friends of the 
crew. 

Her last deployment had 
been a long one — a round trip 
of more than 20.000 miles to 
visit Pakistan and Gulf states. 

Proud era 

In a signal to Unicom, C-in- 
C Fleet. Admiral Sir Hugo 
White, said that it was the end 
of a proud era of diesel subma¬ 
rine operations in the Royal 
Navy. 

"As the Flotilla now moves 
into the all-nuclear age. HMS 
Unicom has in her short com¬ 
mission upheld to the very end 
the finest traditions of her fore¬ 
bears. 

"Your lone deployment has 
made a significant contribution 
to tactical development in 
areas of particular importance 
and added to overall know¬ 
ledge.” 

Unicom is the last of a line of 
578 diesel submarines operated 
by the Royal Navy since the 
first boat. Holland I. was 
launched in 1901.
